Major General A. A. VandegrUt, 
commanding the marine forces In 
the area, sUted that American cas- 
ualUea "while severe, were less than 
at first believed and by no means 
dlsproportlonnta lo the results 
oclileved." 

Colonel's Mesaage 

Tlie navy rcleiued tlie message Li- 
sued lo his troops by Colonel Le- 
roy P. Hunt, SO, Of Klnston, K. C. 
who commanded combat group A 
whicli was tlic first to land on Ouad- 
nlcnnnl. 

Hunt told JUs men that "we art 
meeting a tough and wily opponent, 
but he Is not sufficiently tough or 
wily to overcome us bccouae we are 
mnrlnes." 

"Our country expects nothing but 
victory from us and It shall hove 
Just that," the colonel declared. "The 
word failure shall not oven be i 
side red In our vocabulary," 

The communlriuo related that Uio 
American naval tran.tport and 
screening forces approached the Tu- 
logl-Oundolcanal nren the night of 
AuB. 0-7 In clear weather and un- 
opposed. The action wns begun In 
"the early morning hours of Aug. 
7" with cnrrler-bascd aircraft and 
nnvnl guns giving strong support to 
■tlie landing parties. 

Bcacli heads EslnblUhed 

Beachheads were "soon establlsh- 
ed," the nnvy continued, and while 
vnrj'lns degrees of reslstonco were 
encountered, the marines by niaht- 
fnll had estnblWied a strong beach- 
head on aundalcnnsl and had ca[>- 
turcd most of Tulnjll, all of Onvutu 
and one po.-Lltlon on Florida blnnd. 
During the night und next morning 
they crossed a causeway from □avu- 
lu and otherwise advanced on the 
Lilnnd of Tnnnmboh which wns tnic- 
en against strong opposition.

SUGAR RATIONING CHISELEHS 
If there Is any man In Twin Falls county 
; who deserves a break, it's Carl Anderson. But 
nevertheless, and putting It Just as franlcly. 
n good many people In Twin Fotla county 
arc glvlns him a raw deal. 

As chairman of the Twin Falls county 
rationing board. Carl Anderson probably has 
more troubles and is ^ubjcclod to more in- 
considerate abuse than' any other Individual 
In this vicinity. 

Even if everyone having dealings with the 
board were fair-minded, rationing of auto- 
mobiles, tires, bicycles, typewriters and sugar 
— on top of keeping a watchful cyo overprice 
ceilings— would be a laborious, thankless and 
troublesome task. But when the public be- 
comes unreasonable., the combined Job Is all 
the more maddening. 

Wliat Is causing the most trouble Is the 
rationing of sugar, although there Is no Rood 
reason why many people should bo taking 
the attitude they do In this cchnectlon. 
Every family Is entitled to all the sugni' It 
needs for conning fruits, and the govern- 
ment la urging everyone to can as much fruit 
as possible. The only requirement la that (our 
quarts of fruit be used to each pound of 
augar. For Jams, preserves, etc.. sugar Is 
rationed on the basis of one pound per person 
per year. 

Although there Is nothing In these rcslrlc 
lions lhat would aeem to work any particular ' 
hardship on anyone, there are some Indlvld- 
uBla who persist In demanding more sugar 
than they arc actually using for canning and 
normal purposes, and in some Instances ap- 
plications arc being deliberately falsllled. 

Svcn though It should be apparent to 
everyone that sugar Is being rationed as n 
wartime emergency measure, some of tho 
most prominent women In Twin FailA county 
— women who should be setting an example 
— are resorting to devious methods of get- 
ting more than tholr proportionate share of 
sugar, and are loudest In their protests when 
the board Ignores their unreasonable de- 
mands. 

Some cases of this kind have been so 
flagrant It has been necessary to report them 
for Investigation, and others will be turned 
over to proper authprltlcs If violations 
continue. 

What everyone should bear in mind is that 
we're a nation at war; that our boys in the 
service are deserving of first consideration; 
that if sugar rationing Is necessary to feed 
and equip them properly, it is tho duty of 
every civilian to coopomte wholeheartedly. 

That's why no one should be eager to be- 
lieve reports that there Is no scarcity ol 
sugar. Nor should anyone draw conclusions 
merely to fit his own individual convenience. 
Even if there la some question, who should be 
given the benefit of the doubt— civilians or 
soldiers? Until anyone has positive proof that 
there Is no nead lor controlling civilian con- 
sumption of sugar, he had better think twice 
before making unreasonable demands or con- 
demning the rationing board which Is mere- 
ly carrying out government regulations. 

It should be borne in nilnd also that Carl 
Anderson, who bears tlic brunt of all the 
abuse and crltlcrsih, is volunteering his 
services as chairman of the board. Ho works 
full time, six days a week and often on Sun- 
days, without compensation, and even pays 
his own traveling expense. A dozen oihcr 
individuals likewise have been donating their 
services on the board for periods ranging 
from three to ten weeks. 

Approximately 38,000 Individual flies are 
Tnalntainod in the sugar rationing set-up 
alone, and lor the lost registration for can- 
ning there were 8,815 applications. Tliat's a 
big enough Job in itself with everyone co- 
operating, to say nothing about squabbling 
with oppUcants. 

If we're all going to do our part in winning 
this war. let's be fair with the rationing 
board. Let's not be hasty or unreasonable In 
drawing conclusions. Let's give Carl Ander- 
son and the others who arc volunteering their 
services the consideration they rightly de- 
serve. 

For those haughty ones who are not Im- 
pressed with this appeal, we call attention to 
one provision on every sugar application 
which reads as follows: 

"Notice — Section 2S (A) of the United 
States criminal code makes It a criminal of-, 
fense, punishable by a maximum of 10 years* 
imprisonment. JIO.OOO fine, or both, to make 
a false statement or representation as to any 
matter within the Jurisdiction of any depart- 
ment or agency of the United States."

Napoleon broke 
lilmielf In Rus- 
sia nnd all of us have leaned heavily 
upon Uio hope Hint IllUcr would 
aUo break lilmsell there. 

But any rcnllsUc view of whnt ts 
doing on must mako Uiat hope very, 
very rcmolo now, Stalingrad np- 
peara to bo going. With that tho 
Germans will have reached Uic 
Volga, the life artery of Ruislan 
supply up from Uic noulh. Ru-ulan 
armlei In tho northern Cauca.ms 
hnve been cut off. The Germans are 
going Uirough the pnasei now to Uie 
so'iUicm Caucasus. A Bcriln spoke.n- 
mnn says that when tho German 
troops reach Uia VoUa they will 
have posaessed the natural IronUcr 
between ^rope and Aala and will 
make no furUier drive t>eyond for 
tlic prcsenL That may or may not 
prove to bo the case but It Is Uie 
be-it that la likely to happen— any- 
Uilnj dltfcrcnt would probably be 
even moro to the disadvantogo of 
our ride. 

Suppose the Germans rest on tlie 
Volga, where will that leave our 
aide? 

First. It wilt leave Uie aectiuuu 
In control of Uie main Ruaalan mu- 
n'Uons artery up Uie river from tho 
Caspian; through wtileli most Unl- 
ted NaUons lUppUea would have 
been sent this winter. 

Second. U will leave Uie Germans 
In control ot Russla'a principal food- 
growing regions. It. will deprive 
Rwula of numerous manufacturing 
centers. 

Third, whether Qermany geU 
Ruasla's oil or not, the naila will be 
able to choke off most ot Uie supply 
from gains noctti to Russia's re- 
maining armies. 

Fointh. Oermany has t>een using 
about 30O dlvlilona on the Ruulan 
front, and if that front la stoblllud 
part of these division* can be re- 
leaaed for other service. 

There U the danger. Russia may 
not be knocked out of the war. But 
Ruflila'i nbillty'tQ strike back may 
be destroyed. HlUcr may not suc- 
ceed In smaahtng the Ruutan army 
as he Is supposed to ha^'e Intended 
orislnallT. Bui he appears to be 



about to nail down territory which 
will deprive Russia ol many of the 
means of carrj-lnB on aegresslve 

We must face the posalblllly, even 
the probability, that our strongest 
and most active ally will become 
paralyzed In Uic near future, ex- 
cept for minor resistance. 

Wo can sec tho pro.\pect ot the 
burden shilling primarily to Amcr- 
lean and British shoulders. 

Hitler cannot win Uio war wlUi- 
out knocking Britain out. So long 
oa the Brltbh lates remain a base 
for operaUons agnlnat him, ho has 
not won. We lace the powlbUlly ot 
a fight to hold that base.
